discussed to-day, tho speech of Rev. Dr. 
Kane, grand master of tho Belfast Orange- 
men, at tho Belfast convention, yesterday. 
Dr. Kane v.';l.i reported to say that ( I lUieral 
Lord Wulseley had <lcc!ared hini-elf n.ady 
to call on the I'higlish people to supi)rt'iis all 
attempts to <Iisincnd ci- the mipjr".

Kanosnid: "\'ou uien fif Ulstvr avow your 
readinean to follow General \\ olsoley iu his 
call to tho people to put down treason in 
our midst. Ho is one of us, un Irish 
Loyallat to iho .very core. The fathers 
followed his gallant ancestor to victor^ at 
Newton Butler. We cunnot do better tlmb 
fix our oycB upon the oriflaiiie of General 
Wolseley, and follow him in his 'war against 
Domestic Treason." The.Pall Mall Gazette 
demands that the Qoverpnieut be questioned 
in Parliament before dissolution as to 
whether Dr. Kane had authority to auggest 
General Wolseloy in the event of a rebellion 
in Ulster would lead the rebels.

The 
delegation v/pi- composed nuiinly of Ulstor- 
itcs. Mr. Cfltidotone, in the course of his 
remarks, aaid that he did noj^ dcsiro to 
aggravate the difiicultios always raised in 
controversy over politics by awakening re- 
ligious passions. "Lord Salisbury's asser- 
tions," he continued, "that I called 
the Ulsterinen rogues and fools, is pre- 
posterously untrue. 1 would be a fool and 
rogue if that atalement was true. Ulster- 
ineu, elders and nunisters, frcMpiently write 
to nie regretting the violent langu;i;^e ii.ned 
in their aescniblica aa tending to exasperate 
the eonlrcvorsy, but when I have asked 
])unnission to publish their names, they re- 
h pectfully declined. "That is no surprise," 
lie continued, " wo cannot expect them 
to Kulijcct ihemselveH to tho social 
boyco'.ting resulting from tho publication. 
Keverthelcss, I regict that that highly re- 
spectable Presbyterian body in Ireland, has 
not given a more postllvo determination of 
1 he .stato of opinion amou(;8t them. About

eei'.dcucy of lloiiie Rule. Mr. (iladstone 
ri called the jiledges of tho Cath- 
olic members of Parliament in 
ISSII, and the clauses of tho Ifoine 
Rule bill safeguiirding 1 ho inleref;ta of the 
Protestant?. He ni.uiitaiiied that '.iJM) 
people of -1,770,0(11) wei e not entitled to the 
slightest consideration. "Tho memorial,'' 
he suid, " did not give a syllable of proof or 
information." The heat way to judge of the 
future, aaid Mr. Glodatouc, is to enquire as 
to Irishmen having used tho powers 
of tho past and present. They elect 
Protestants to ptrlianieut, he aaid, 
whenever they can get them. Ireland, he 
ossorted, had been led by Protestunta down 
to tho latest moment of tho great eatna- 
trophc — by a Protestant, 'a remarkable 
Paniell, who was onco a diocesan delegate 
to tho csthblished eliiiieh synod.

— The prospscta of the 
Liberal party are decidedly more gloomy, 
to-day, than a week ago. Tlie depreaaiou 
has largely been caused by Mr, Gladstone's 
frankness in stating substantially that be 
could not take up the Labor issues until he 
had disposed of tho Irish Homo Rule ques- 
tion, y.veu if tho Liberals should succeed, 
at the coming election, Irish Homo Rule 
would be at least two or three years in the 
distance, and tho labor leaders do not feel 
like waiting for that - length of time 
before asserting their claims for 
an ciglit-liour working day, and other 
objects which ihey dcMie to have acted ou 
in parliament. 'J'he labor view is that the 
lionie rule (piestiou should be seenndary, 
and that the labor (|Uestion should he the 
main issue of this summer. As Mr. Glad- 
atone has emphatically stated that Home 
Rule nmst overshadow evei'ything else the 
labor loaders are preparing to run their own 
candidates in a number of coiihtituencies 
that have heretofore been overwhidmingly 
Liberal. Tlio result can liardlj- fail to give 
a number of seats to the Tories. As to tho 
placing of labor candidates io nomination it 
is not believed that the Tories will hesitate 
to supply the funds.

Miss Tuploy had occasion to go 
to her room, a few doors troru Baker's, when 
she heard a revolver shot, followed by a 
groan. As deceased had his door locked, 
she raahcd for assistance. Her uncle, Mr. 
Tapley, burst open tho duot' and found 
young iSakcr lying in bed, dressed in his 
beat black suit. Tho bed clothing waa over 
him and a bullet hole in his heart. One 
arm was hanging out of the bed and held 
the revolver lie had killed himself with.

Sati'KDAY, May '2S. 
I recunUy mentioned, iipropoa of the 
second Congress of Chanibora of Commcrco

"It; was certain," said 
Hia Lordship, "that tliere was hot, and 
oven tierce competition with the United 
States for supplyin;^ the Camidian market 
with certain urticlcs of connnorco, and a

would he of great ailvaiitagn to us." Then 
he i)roceeileii to suy t hat if the 1 ),)niiiuon gii ve 
us a ten per cent, preference \vu inuit give 
her a ten |)er cant, preference in exchange, 
on her eninnicjiliticH, irieliuling food pro- 
duets. In the light of Lord fcialisbury's re- 
cent speeeli it is raliier curious — certainly 
anomalous — tliat Lord Ikilfour, of IJurleigh, 
on helialf of the (lovernnient, shouhl, in re- 
ply, have twitteil llw. Ivirl of I Juuraven with 
inlidelity to free tr.ide principles, and tliat 
lie should have contended that an engage- 
ment of tlu; hind hidicated, if entered into 
with Cuiiida, will result in the abrogation 
of our existing treaty engagements. 'I'he 
latter contingency would be probable under 
the cirounistanecs, but the advocates of Free 
Trade and Iniperiul Federation would 
not deem that a deplorable result 
if an Imperial Zolloerein v,-ere 
formed for the mutual advantage of the 
various sections of the Kmjiire. H\it this 
fact must here be borne in mind, that, whilst 
a very hirge proportion of the working 
classes engaged in the staple industries of 
"the country are in favor of duties being im- 
posed upon foreign manufactures they 
might not by any means be inclined to fuvor 
duties upon food whilst the manufacturers, 
if not the workers, would scarcely approve 
of duties upon the raw materiala of in- 
dustry. 

SIU KOIIKKT Ili:i!nl-:RT 

was cutertained at a banijuet ou Thursday 
eveuijig on the occasion of his retirement 
from the pp.rnianent under-seeretaryship for 
the Colonies. When, in ISo'J, Mr. Herbert 
went to t>ueensland us Colonial secretary to 
Sir George Lower, tVie firatof the governors, 
the colony luul just been separated from 
New youth Wales. Ic was in 1S71 after his 
return home that he was made under- 
secretary for the Colonies in suecesaion to 
Sir Prederick Rogers, who retired and be- 
came Lord Blatchford. Prior to then the 
Colouidl olBce, as wo understand it, could 
-scarcely be said to exist whilst the develop- 
roont of the colonies since then has been 
truly remarkable. The Canadian provinces 
had only just been federated into one vast 
dominion. Within the 21 years that have 
dosed the population of the Dominion has 
ihcreaaed oy one quarter — namely from 
3,700,000 to 4,800,000— whilst that of Mani- 
toba has increased nine-fold, and that of 
British Coluaibia, three fold. The develop- 
ment of Soutli Africa and of Australasia has 
been similarly astonishing. 

THE JUDICIAL COMMlTTEi:. 

The recent hearing by the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council of an appeal in 
I)eeming's case has directed the attention 
both of the British publio and of colonists 
to the cdnstitutiou aud procedure of that 
body. Cotooists are apt to regard it as 
awful, mysterious and omnipotent, but, as 
far as colonial q^uestions are concerned, tbey 
simply oonsti);ute part of the judicial sys- 
tem of whatever colony sends appeals to 
them. lu such cases, therefore, they ore a 
colonial and not an English court at all. 
Again, in hearing appeals from Eastern de- 
pendencies and settlements, Canada, Mau- 
1 i t i Lia, the Cape, A ustralia, oto. , the J u d i c i a 1 
Committee administer and determine, not 
according to British, but according to local 
law i.nd custom. The Judicial Conmiittee 
dates back only to IS.'il, when it was 
hronglit into existniu;e mainlj- by the legis- 
lative activity of Lord Urougbam. Prior to 
that time tlie whole Privy Council sat to 
hear appeals, and they used to sit in a 
room in Downing street called the " Cock- 
pit." It is there the law Courts]]|sl ill sit. 

It is no j'lke to be a coloiii'd representa- 
tive in London if tlie holder of tlie otiice 
happens to have a <ligealion v.liicli is not 
rolniit, for b;ui(|uelting and solid juuketting 
ia Ijy no means the least important or the 
least arduous feature of tlieir woi k. In 
this respect the agents gi'iier.d are ile^erv- 
ing objects of sympathy, and piu ticulurly 
Sir Charles Tapper, th^; represeiitut ivo of 
Canada, who is gieatly in r.(j\ieat at festive 
gatlioringa. Di.c of the moat |iopular repre- 
denta'ivis ia London is Sir Jubn Hray, of 
South Australia. Australasia also can 
boasc the inclusion amongst her ollioial 
representatives of llie moat nu-itere of all, 
foB the gentleman refern d to is a i iL;id tec- 
tomllor, and at a recent ban(|net attracted 
not a littio attention by restricting I^inisclf 
to a huge tumbler of soda water.

Spueclius were made by Cburles

EXPLAifATORY. 

Aa assertions liave been iikhIc which iiKiy 
lead aoiiiC of the cilizciia (if ^'iclo^ia to be- 
lieve that tlie negotiations now in progress 
between the Canadian Western Company 
and a Chicago syuJicute are mythical, au 
explanation as to the stage at which mat- 
ters have reached is necessary. On Thursday 
mornin;; last Mr. Rithet was ads-ised by 
the Pirst National Bank of Cliicago that 
security had been placed with it for the 
3uni of 625,000. Thia was made by a surety 
company acting for tho Chicago ayadicute, 

. >the latter having a high financial standing. 
On the receipt of this intelligence, Messrs. 

' .Bodwell & Irving advised the government 
•on behalf of tlie Canadian Western Com- 
pany that they were then prepared to meet 
its retiuirements aa demanded by tho act 
passed last session. In order 
to give ■ th% Canadian \\'esiern 
charter life and to receive tho land grant, 
security for the expenditure of .SriO.OOO in 
surveys in ono year, dating from lat August 
next, ia reiiuired. It was given ottt that 
security for tlie full amuunt of expenditure 
was necessary, this to bo returned to tho 
company on ' satisfactory evidence being 
furnished the Chief Commissioner that the 
sum had been actually expended. ' An error 
was made in stating that the Chicago 
•ayndicato had placed §.')0,000 with tin"- First 
National Bank, whereas only half that sum 
was put up. It ia, however, tho first cash 
security tiiat the Government have met with 
in the several propositions that have come 
before them in connection with the build- 
ing of this much desired railway. What ia 
tho actual security nov/ required by 
tho Government we are not in 
a position to state. We feel assured, how- 
ever, that tliev will demand such security 
ua will amply protect the interests of the 
province in the transaction. It matters lit- 
tle to the public what syndicate of sapi- 
taliata receives the charter and land grant so 
long as a substantial sum is put up aa evi- 
dence that thoy not only have faith in the 
project, but are prepared to spend a con- 
.siderable aum in prosecuting it. 

Chicago is the railway centre of the 
American continent, its men have had great 
experience in raih o.ul building, and there ia 
amplo capital within it i Ijdunda to carry out 
any undertaking in which they may engage. 
Tostitiiony ia at hand to sliov,- that tlu; syn- 
dicate who have placed the security 
in the First National Bank are of 
good financial standing. There is greater 
reason to believe that thoy can finance and 
build tlie railway than a few local capital- 
ist! of Tacoma, which city has very much 
less local capital than ia hold in Victoria. 

Whatever may ba tho outcome of the 
present , negotiations, which have nearly 
reached a satisfactory conclusion, wo 
trust thati the one desire of all concerned 
here will be to make such an Hrrangonient 
as will ensure the construction of tlic rail- 
way. It was with no intention to "boom" 
real eatato that tho atatemonts in regard to 
tho deal have been published in this paper. 
Thoy have been substantially correct, 
and we hope to announce in the course of a 
few days that everything in thia matter, so 
important to Victoria, has reached a satis- 
factory settlement. 

THE .MIXORITY REPOnT. 

Our corrcBpoudent, " Nemo," makes a 
very valuable suggestion. The public 
would like to know what has become of the 
minority report of tho Fishery Commisaioii. 
Many who know Commiaaioner lliggins be- 
lieved that any report which he iiasiated in 
drawing up would contain sensible sugge 
tioiis and practicable recommcndationa with 
In tha;yftyiil». .which the salmon fish- 
ery should he carried on. He could not, it 
turns out, agree with his tellow-commiH- 
sionors, Messrs. Wilmot and ArmaLnm., 
and ho, therefore, had nothing to do with 
thoir report. But ho drew up lowo of hia 
«wn. What has bocomo of that report? 
Was it sent to the Department of Marino 



and Fisheries and suppressed there, or did 
Mr. fliggins, as our oorrespondent hints, 
lose courage and, at the last moment, de- 

atro}' hia iiiamiscript Wo think linl ai:ch 
a runiiu- does the minority of the Fishery 
Commisaiou a great injustice. Mr. Higgins 
has the courage of hia opinions, und we have 
no doubt that his report, after it was drawn 
up, wna duly forwarded to tho Cpvernincnt. 
Are we right? Ia it not time that some- 
thing was heard of the minority report ot 
the Fishery Commis.'.ion ? 



THE MEX OF ULSTlCn. 



'The uttitudo assniniMl by the Vrotcstanta 
of Ulster allects not only Ireland, but pro- 
bably tho wliolo British Empire. Great 
Britain is now on the ove of a general elec- 
tion, tho main issue of which, aooordiiig to 
many, ia of aupreme importance. That issue, 
aa they believe, is not ".Shall tlic people 
of Ireliiml be invested with power to man- 
age their own dnmeHtic all'airs," but "Shall 
tlie integrity of the Empire bo preserved ?" 
Home rule means, to them, disunion and 
disintegration, and, by consequence, the loss 
of Britain's greatness. To the Trotestants of 
Ulster tho issue at theCDmingelectioiimeans 
not only separation from Great Britain but 
transference to a rulo which they botli fear 
and hato. It means, as Lord Salisbury put 
it a few weeks ogo, handing them and all 
thoy hold dear to Archbishop Walsh and 
tlioHc to whom hia will is law. Believing 
tliia, it is no v.'ondcr that tliu men of Ulster 
are disturbed at the prospect, and that they 
h ive determined to resist the change with 
all their might. 

It may be well to quote here what Lord 
Salisbury really did say on this subject, as 
it is reported in the London Times : 

Oi\ the (luesliDii of Ulster, Lord Salialniry 
said: I know no evmt more ini])oitant, uu 
.symptom more menacing, than the opiiuons 
which have been hilcly pul forward by 
Ulster leaders, appiircnlly with deep .sin- 
cerity and a full conviction of the responsi- 
bility which they involve. The conditions 
with which Ulster has to struggle, and will 
have lo struggle, if this cluuigj should 
take place, appear more clearly every 
day. Mr. Morley asks : What have 
they to dread V Do they diead 
the tluiinb-scrcw anil the rack'.' 'J'liey 
dread being put under llio foot of their 
liereilitary and irreeoncilahlo enemies. 
(Cheers.) 1 have been accused, because I 
have used this language, of attacking the 
Roman Catholic Church. Nothing is 
further from my intentions (cheers), und I 
never used ii word which could fairly be 
twisted to that souse. (Hear,_ hear.) I 
utterly decline to recognize the inhabicauts 
of the soutii-eustern portion of Ireland as 
typicid members of the Roman Catholic 
Church (cheers). But we are told thit 
there ia nothing really to dread. Well,- 
what the Ulster people have to dread ia be- 
ing put under tho deapotiam of their foes. 
Ia there a wirse fate to bo given to any 
man? Of course, if you choose to be 
an optimist, if you choose to think that the 
despot under whose heel your neck 
will he placeil i." a man invested with every 
virtue of mildness and forbear- 
ance, you may believe that such a 
situation, though humiliating, may not he 
otherwise disagreeable. Until the ileapot 
under whhse foot your head is placed repre- 
sents a hereditary enemy, towards whom, 
not merely fiom religion — 1 do not hold re- 
ligion lo be the greatest factor in the maltcr 
— but from race, and, ahovo all things, from 
the events of a lamentahlo history— one to- 
wards whom and from whom there c.\ist 
the bitterest feelings of hostility, there is 
no criiolty eiiual to that which you will in- 
tlict upon a community by placing it under 
the absolute power of another comuuuiity 
situated under these conditions and aiii- 
inatod by those feelings. (Hear, hoar. ) Re- 
member that everything which the Ulater- 
mm. holds dear will be in the hands of Dr. 
Walsh and his political friends— everything. 
All tho wealth which they produce, all their 
commerce, all their flourishing agri- 
culture, all the circumstances which 
distinguisli .them from the rest 
of Ireland will be at the mercy of the 
ma jin ity, over whom no cheok will exist. Is 
not that a terrible fate to which to condemn 
any men^? la that not a terrible rewivrd for 

these men above all things have exhibited? 
(tyheera.) We know tiiat this is not a 
merely speculative matter; the Ulster 
people know the fate that ia in store for 
i hem, and they have mule up their minds 
10 niuet it. 1 have heard many hitler and 
iicvcre things said of them bcc.iusc tlu;y do 
not show an uidiuiiled .suhmis-rion to tho 
l)oa.-:ihle delerndnaliuns of .some iutiire Par- 
liaments on this aubji.cl. 1 have been \ ery 
nr.uch edified at the iloctrinea (jf p,issive 
obedience which have tlowed ao liherallly 
from orthodox Liberal lipa. (Cheers). I 
am a Tory. (Loud cheers). Yet I cannot ac- 
cept in all their width these doctrines of un- 
restricted jiiissivo obedience. 1 believe that 
the lillo both of kings and of Parliaments to 
the obedience of their subjects i.a that thi:se 
Kings and Parliaments should observe the 
fundamental laws and the fundamental nn- 
dcrstandings of tho compact by ivhich they 
rule. I'arliainent has a right to govern the 
people of Ulster. It has not a right to sell 
ihem into slavery (loud oheorf) ; and I do 
not believe in the unlimited, unrestricted 
power of Parliaments any more than I do in 
the unrestricted power of kings. Parlia- 
ments, like kings, make take a course 
which, while it Is technically within tho 
legal limits of their attribution, is yet en- 
tirely at variance and in oonH'ot with tho 
understanding of the institutions by which 
they rule. ( I [ear, hear.) James II. forgot 
that law. Ho stepped outaido hia attribu- 
tions. He stepped outside tho limits of the 
spirit of tho constitution, and wo know how 
tho people of Ulster met him. If a 
similar abuse of power— bo it on 
tho part of a parliament or on tho 
part of a King— should ever occur at any 
future time, I do not believe that tho peo- 
ple of Ulster have lost their suirdy love of 
freedom or their detestation of arbitrary 
power. (Cheers.) I!ut these things are 
decided not on ethical conaiucraliona, wliich 



are very dillicult to apply to snch a ques- 
tion. They are usually decided by the con- 
sideration whether the reaistence is likely 
to succeed. That is a consideration- which 
has its interest for us too. Whether tho 
Ulstermeu choose to pit themselves against 
the rest of Irelond, whether if they do ao 
they will succeed, is a matter for their con- 
sideration. But I ouinot help seeing in the 
language of those who herald this approach- 
ing eliaugo a lielief that the military forces 
of lOnglaud will be employed to sidiject tho 
people of Ulster to Ur. Walsh and his political 
friends. (Hear, hear.) I'olitical prophecy ia 
always uncertain; but I think I may venture 
to prophesy that any attempt on the part of 
any government to perpetuate such an out- 
rage as this would rend our society in two." 

It ninat bo romenibered that it ia the 
British Prime Minister' who assumed this 
attitude and adopted 'this tone. If a spec- 
tator, an interested one, it is truo, but atill 
a spectator, saw the position in which Ul- 
ster would be placed by the extension of 
Home Ivulo to Ireland in this light, how is 
it to be regarded by tho I'rotebtaut inhabi- 
ta nts of the province, -w^ho fully expect to 
be the victims of ' Home Rule if a majority 
bo elected favorable to extending it to Ire- 
land? It is no wonder then that the speak- 
ers at tho mooting at BeUast on Friday 
used very strong language, indeed. It will 
not do to say that tho men of Ulster aro 
needlessly excited and that their appreheO' 
a ions are perfectly groundless. Those men 
aro terribly in earnest and 
they aro fully convinced that their 
condition under Home Rulo 
will be to them simply intolerable. What 
can he said to men in auoh a state of mind 
It ia idle to try to convince them that they 
are wrong. Is it not much more likely that 
they will excite the sympathy of their fel 
low Protestants in England, Scotland and 
Wales, than that those Protestants M'ill per 
siiade them to accept the result of the 
election, if it ia adverse to them, calmly 
and philosophically, and give Home Rule a 
fair trial. Wo caunoi- but believe that the 
protests of the men of Ulster will have a 
powerful effect upon the electors in Great 
Britain, suflioicntly powerful to turn Ihe 
.=:cale in favor of the Minister and the party 
whieh extend to thuni their sympathy and 
their br.ppini.

Bothvell, Cavlill & Co., of llougkoiig:, 
Propose iEstablisliingr a 
Victoria 'Brdiicli. 

Mr. Alex. Stewart to bo in Cliargt)— 
Sonietliiug About tlio NeW 
N. P. S. S. Line* ' ' 



The advent of the nsw iJorthera Pacific 
line of steamships to ran between here and 
the Orient, promises to add very consider- 
ably to tho nierciintilo and shipping busi- 
ness of Victoria in more wuys than one. 
The announconient is now made that the 
extensive firm of Dodwell, Carlill & Co., of 
Hongkong, will open a branch here and 
another at Tacoma. They are tho general 
managers of tlio new line and propose going 
actively and syateinatically to work to build 
up tho traflio for tlio now Ktoamcra so as to 
catablieli tlicni on a firm footini,'. 

Mr. (icor^e li. Dodwull, head of llic firm, 
ia in tliu city at (ircBcnt, and willi liiin is 
Mr. Alex. Stewart, who was one of the 
pasjongers on the ]Mnpres.s of Jajjuu on 
Friday. These gentlemen are inaUinj^ tlio 
final arrangements for c-.irryinf,' out llie de- 
tails of the ju'o^^ramnie, and na ha.s lieeii 
.stated, will have braiiclujH lii'i'e iind at 
Tacoma, with Mr. Slewart as j^cueral man- 
ager for the racilic eciaHt. 

Thia gentleman— Mr. Slewiirt — hn:i for 
tho past oli'ven yeans l)een in the comp iiiy'.-; 
service, and, l-aiving lilhil (he iniportani 
position of L;ener;'.l iiiana;^er ut yhanyi;:;!, i- 
thoroughly fauiiliai' with every jihaae of the 
■work, shipping ami eoniniereial, and ^vua, 
therefore, thought to he tlie very lu st man 
available for the important duties he v.'ill 
now have to discharge. 

Mr. Dodwell, it may lie ex|)lained, ia the 
head partner of the tirni whicli succeeded 
Adanison, Hell .t Co., of which he waa 
poneral manager, ^\'hen tho Canadian I'lic- 
ifio Company's steanuship lino was first 
established, in 1SS7, Mes.3rs. Adamson, Bell 
& Co. wore the peoplo in charge, and the 
task of establishing tho lino upon a pay- 
ing basis devolved upon Mr. Dulwell, 
who had complete charge of the work until 
December of last year, when the C.P.R. de- 
termined to take control of the basiness 
themselves and establish their own Ori- 
ental agencies. This severing of the steam- 
ship connection worked up by Mr. Dodwell 
could not but be the means of losing u great 
deal of business for his company, and iu or- 
der to continue his connection it was de- 
cided to establish tho new line to connect 
with the Northern Pacific at Tacoma, and 
make Victorid, first port of call inwards and 
lust port outwards. 

To a Colonist reporter, who had the 
pleasure of a chat with Mr. Dodwell, at the 
Driard, yesterday afternoon, that gentle- 
man said: "Wf I-uv.; determined to go into 
this business ugaiu, and will do our best to 
retainour share of the growing trade l;elwceri 
the Orient and Pacific iiorts in British Col- 
umbia and the United States. Tlie ship 
which arrived here, a few days ago, the 
Phrii Jiang, was simply put on tlio run tem- 
porarilj', as it will be about six niontlis be- 
fore we get our regular steamers in conimis- 
aion. Then wo will publish our regular 
firre-tablea and run tho vessels on 
schedule time throughout, but in 
the interim will have just whatever service 
is necessary to meet tho requirements of 
traffic ofl'ering. One of our ships is the Ba- 
tavia, which ia now on the way, and others 
will follow when necessary. 

"At the time the first lino of steamers 
was established by us in opposition to the 
San Francisco line ; they — tho San Fran- 
cisoo people — laughed at us. Tliey said 
wo would never make tho trade pay, and 
they kept on laughing for a couple of years, 
until they began to feel our competition. It 
vas not till then that they started 
to fight, and they have been fighting since, 
t but, notwithstanding that fact, the C.P.R. 
lino is now pretty well established. Ia tfie 
same way wo propose to establish the new 
line, and are confident of our ability to do' 
oar share of the business. 1 don't want it un- 
derstood that we are going into this with the 
idea of running anyone out. \Vc are confi- 
dent there is enough trade for us, and we 
wish to keep up rates and do our share on 
this basis. 

"As to the Victoria branch, we do not 
propose carrying a stock of anything liero, 
but have only in view the idea of helping 
with our own trade handled by a competent 
and experienced man, to keep up the traf- 
fic. The great trouble with all tho trade 
with the Orient, is tliat it is to a greater or 
leas extent one-sided — there is plenty of 
freight one way, but not so inucli the other, 
and this being the case, it will be necessary 
to put forward special exertions to ecjuali/.e 
it. Mr. Stewart understands the matter 
thoroughly, anrl will, we a''e sure, be able 
to look after our interests more ably than 
anyone else could. 

" Yes, wo will make Victoria a regular 
port of call, but from choice, not from cnm- 
pulsiou. Our steamers will come here be- 
cause the trade is here, and to got the trade 
wo will make tho best possible arrange- 
ments to handle it. There is a good local 
traffic both hero and on the Sound, good 
enough indeed to make well worth looking 
after." 

Mr. DodwoU remains here a few days, 
and will afterwards go to Tacoma to com- 
ploto srrangenients there. He will bo on 
the Coast a couple of weeks.

A By-Law to Repeal the Wards By Law, 1890, 
to Divide the City of Victo!!.! into Wards, 
and to Define their Baundaries. 



Whkiu'AS. under and by virtue ot SocLion 18 of 
the City of Victoria Act, 1S9J, it i.s enacted 
that it shall be lawful for the Council, pricr 
to lovyiiiK an aasessinont for tho year ISDJ, 
to divide tho Municipality Into \\'ards in 
such a manner as tho Council shall deter- 
mine, and to doflne the boundorlos ot suoh 
wards in a by-law to bo passed ior that pur- 
pose. 

Be ' it therefore onaoted ' . by the' ATunioipal 
Council of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows : : _ . 

(1). Tho " Wards By-Law, 1830," Is hereby re- 
pealed.

Tlio XVI II century will bo forever dia- 
tiuguisliL'd in hist(jry by tho grunt luiin- 
I)er nf fonKdo HnverL-iyiia iuid oilier women 
who exercised great inlliienco upon the 
fivte of nations, eitlier for l;ooi1 ur for 
evil, in Eiighiud under the roinn of 
Quoen Anne tlio victories of tho grei\t 
M(irlboroui;h wero won ; in Spain Eliza- 
beth Fnrneso, bold, iiuibitious and stroug- 
luinded, ruled her indolent huskuid, 
Pliili]) V ; in Austria, tho fji'unt empress 
iMiiriii Theresa made the world resound 
with her fame ; in France tho infamous 
Poinp idour ;ind Du Barry passed tho way 
to tho revolution whose victim tlio beau- 
tiful Mario Antoinette was destined to 
bo. In Portugal the weak-minded l\Iaria 
Pia tried to undo what the groat Pombal 
had dono, while in Naples Ciirolina, the 
proud sister of tho unfurtunato ([ueon of 
i'rance, saw to lier despair tho ceiitur}' 
closing with a new and progressive era. 
liiissia, however, surpassed all these coun- 
tries, for from tho end of tho XVll to 
the end of tho XVIII century, shq was 
ruled more by female thim by male sover- 
eign;!, and one of them, Catharine IJ, 
ofiualed. if not surpassed, oven Petor tho 
(■reat himself, in both . good and bad 
qualitiea, 

After the death of Feodor, Ivan and 
his half-brother Peter were proclaimed 
joint sovereigns, with Princess Sophia, 
Ivan's sister for a regent. She was 
hannhty and ambitious, desirous to reign 
and to .supi)lant her brothers. To rule 
Ivan was an easy matter, for that prince 
was sickly and feoblo-iniudud, but to gov- 
ern Peter was a different thing. In 168!) 
;ifter marrying Eudoxia Lapukhin, con- 
trary to Sophia's wishes, Peter assumed 
tho direction of . affairs. A prolonged 
conflict with the regent ensued, which 
ended in total defeat of Sophia. 
The princess was shut up in :\ convent 
and her fidlowers executed and banished. 
Thus Peter became tlie solo ruler, for his 
half-brother Ivau shortly afterward died. 
The emancipation of tho fair sax in 
: Hussia'is duo to Petor the Great ; before 
that time women lived in oriental seclu- 
sion, a veritable slave of hor lord and 
master. She could not sit in his pre:-i;nce 
iior eat at the same table and there was 
no redress for her wrongs. Her life was 
1 cmpt}', without joy, without pleasure. 
But Peter the Great raised her to tho 
• level of her master, for that keen obser- 
ver had not failed to notice that lier in- 
troduction into society had a beiielicial 
and civilizing eil'ect. All tho nobles, the 
old and tho now aristocracy, the oilieers 
of tho state, tho merchants, all who fre- 
quented the court were at onco "com- 
manded" to bring with them their wives, 
mothers, .sisters and daughters. They 
were also forced to ojien th^ir liouses 
•once or twice in the week for tho common 
' entertainment of their fomalo relatives. 
'The men murmured and objected, but all 
ill vain, the will of the imperial des!)ot 
had to be oljeyed. 

It is needless to say that the women 
rapidly became reconciled to thisuiioxpoc- 
ted libeity and soon made tlie fullest use 
of it. To-day the llussian woman is 
more emancipated' than lipc sister in 
other European countries. The boldest 
revolutionists, tho most progro.ssi\o free- 
thinkers are women to-day iii liussia, 
and the nihilists count maiij' of them 
among their ranks. 

Petor tho Great as a ruler is entitled 
cto our admiration, but as a private indi- 
' vidual we must consider him as an object 
' of abhorrence. Morals he had none, nor 
any feeling of decency, as his marriage 
with a low-born and profligate woman 
shows. 

Martha Skavroiiska, of Lithuanian or- 
igin, was a Lutheran minister's servant 
. maid in Livonia. During the seigo of 
'^Marienburg she was taken captive by 

General Bauer, who made her his mis- 
tress. Tired of her, he ceded her to the 
powerful I'rince IMeii.ichikoll, a tavonte 
general of Peter the (Iroat, who again in 
his turn transferred her to the cz.ir. 
i\l:ivtha was »beautiful, and though un- 
educated, very intelligent and soon gained 
■ a certain amount of influence over the 
min'd of the czar. She followed him 
from camp to camp and in tho, for Peter, 
disastrous caiuiiaigii on the Prtitli, ren- 
dered him signal service i by lier advices. 
I'etcr tlie Great in gratitude married her, 
and Martha in accepting tho Greek faith, 
changed her name to that of Catharine, 
-'i She was crowned in 1724 in Moscow, 
with great pomp and splendor and salu 
ted as tho " great and good empress." 
Peter some time before adopted also the 
title of emperor. 

After the death of Peter, which hajv 
yiened iu the succeeding year, Catharine 
Ijy the help and influence vi Moiisohikoll' 
wa i proclaimed empress without any op- 
position. ' The commencement of her 
rciu'ii was distiiigui.'ihed liy acta of grace 
and ooneiliatiou to her subjects and by 
many useful refnnuB, but ere long she re- 
lapsed to the mode of life .she was accus- 
tomed during the life of hor liuslj.uid. 
Orgies after orgies followed, air.l at her 
baUs there was more drinking than dan- 
cing. Dissipation reigned uiiclieckcd and 
aoini all dancing was baniahod. Tho no- 
bles and ministers began to murmur a 
storm was already brewing over her and 
Meniichikoir's head, v.heii a loathsome dis- 
ca.so, braught by on liei'sha-neful excesses 
ended hor career in J 7-7. Shoapiioiiited 
her successor the (irand Duke Poter Alex- 
cyvitch, grandson of Peter the (ireat, 
who was at that time eleven years of ago. 
Tho young boy reigned, however, only 
three years and was succeeded by Anna, 
duchess of Courland, daughter of Ivan, 
"half-brother of Peter the Great. She 
was called to the throne by an assembly 
-of the council, tho senate, and the gr. at 
■oflicers of state, who, unwilling to allow 
tho uncontrolled power to bo placed again 
in tho hands of n woman, imposod upon 
her various conditions, reatriotiiig the im 
penal authority. She submitted to the 
restrictions, but as soon as she saw her- 
flolf secure upon tho throne slio at once 
assumed unlimited sovereignty and called 
to hor court her lover Biren, a low-born 
Courlander. , ,i i 

Anna was a beautiful woman, tall and 
of tine commanding figure, very'coiirteous 
.and p.dibhed in inannor Sim waa also 
•naturally of a humane disposition, but 
her de'-radinglovo forB ren made hor Ins 
elavo Biren and nob Anna ruled Rus- 



sia and his dospotiBui and atrocities woro 
•scarcely surpassed by those of Ivan the 
Terrible. He inaugurated his despotnm 



with the wh(dc3alo banishment and butch- 
ery dono inthoiiame of the empress, who, 
fond of pleasure and niagnilicenco, 
loft tho roigns of tho goveniment in the 
hands of lu-r unworthy lover. Her court 
>vas the most magnifloont in Europe, her 
fetes and bidls the most sumptuous, but 
tho people starved under the terrible 
yoke of tho favorite. Biron was dis- 
patching by thousands his encinios, 
o'itlier to the scafl'uld or to Siberia, conlia- 
cated their lands and plundered the state. 
According to Russian authorities over 
20,000 victims of Biren'a tyranny per- 
ished during Aiiua's reign. Anna foreud 
oven the Coarlandors to chose the base 
born Biron for their duke, and on her 
death had iianuul him regent during the 
minority of her nephew Ivan. 

The parent.s of the baby,c/.ar were the 
I'rincess Anne, daughter of the duchess 
of Meeklemijurg, the older sister of the 
empress and prince Anthony Ulrich of 
Brunswick. They at the invitation of 
the empress came to reside in St. Peters- 
burg, when a son was born to them. To 
this boy, named Ivan, the empress left 
the throne under the regency o( liiren. 

The duke of Courlaiul was idl power- 
ful and ilespirsiiig everything Russian, he 
tried to civilize tho nation with the lush. 
He carried it on so long that finally some 
people grew tired of it. Tho emperor's 
father and mother were di.s3atitiod, ami 
so was Osterman, tho chief minister, and 
Marshal Munich, tho head cjf the army. 
A conspiracy was soon formed for the 
downfall of the tyrant. 

On the tweiity-lirst day of tho infant 
czar's reign Munich told tho priiicos-'i of 
Brunswick that everything was ready. 
At 2 o'clock in the night ho awakened 
his aide-de-camp Manstoin, and drove 
with him to tho Winter Palace, tho fam- 
ous residonco of tho Russian emperors. 
There had becui a short interview with 
the princess, and leaving there -10 grena- 
diers, ho proceeded witli 80 others to ar- 
rest Biron. Reaching the palace of tliO/ 
duke of Courland, Munich sent Manstoin 
to arrest the regent in his bed-cHamber. 
There was not a shiglo oftjccr or soltlior 
faithful in the duke's household ; they 
placidly looked on wliilo iMuisteiii, ptn- 
ceedcd with a few grenadiers to the duke's 
chamber. Biron perceiving the soldiers 
tried to escape by creeping under tho 
bed. lie was forced out, maltreated and 
eiJiivoyed to the guardhouse. Thus tho 
coup d'etat was aoomplished. Biren was 
tried and sent to Siberia, and his enor- 
mous wealth conli.scated. 

The new Ti gent, the Princess Anne, 
inothor of the baby-czar, however, did 
not very long enjoy her power. She and 
her husband, tho phlegmatic Aiitliouy 
were Germans, and their - entourage all 
German. In fact the German jiarty 
ruled tho country since tho time of I?oter 
the Great ; the pure Hussians were no- 
where. 

Peter the Groat and Catharine left one 
illegitimate daughter, Elizabeth. Though 
reaidim; iu St. Petersburg, she held but 
little intercourse with the Empress Anna 
;ind afterwards with the princess regent, 
who looked haugiitily upon her. She in- 
herited tho viciouii propensities of her 
father and molaer, spent her time in tlio 
b irrack.s i f the guards, drank and swore 
like a soldier. She little 'thought of as- 
cending the throne. 

There was a French party in St. 
Petersburg with the intriguing ambassa- 
dor, La Cliotardio and Elizabotli's physi- 
cian Lostock as leaders. Supported by 
the court of Franco they conceived a plan 
to overthrow tho reigning party and put 
Elizabeth on the throne. Thus- another 
coup d'etat was ready. 

On December ."jth, LSll, Elizabeth 
dressed iu iiiiigiiilieeiit robes and riding a 
white horse, presented herself before tho 
guardhouse of the Preobrajonsky .regi- 
ment, the most famous regiment in Rus- 
sia, e-.tablislied by Peter tho Great. 
There in glowing language she harangued 
the soldiers, exp osing her uuhapjiy p"si- 
tion, denouncing tho regent and the (n;r- 
nian party. Tho soldiers, reeking with 
brandy, exclaimed : " Long live tho 
il.viighter of I'otor tho Great ; command 
us little motliur, we will follow you. The 
Winter Pabicu w.a.i again .sui-rouudeil, the 
prince ami the i)riiice.'iii of P>ruiiswick ar- 
rested, aild the b.iby-eiiiperor brought t" 
lilizalieth. " Poorchild," said Elizabeth, 
kissing the czir, and hand-jd him to an 
oliicer to lie shut up, lirst in a monastery 
and afterwards in the fortress of Schlus- 
senburg. 'i'es, poor child indeed. 

Elizabeth, the illeginiate, asceiulod the 
throne of that dreadful enuntry, while 
.Anthony and his wife marched toivards 
the arctic circle to die in exile and iu 
l)risiiii. The new eiiipre.'iS li.iviiig no 
legitimate claim t > tho imperial diadem, 
courted the sMcic iy of army and navy. 
Tho society (if the young oflicers was 
more to hor taste than any other. She 
caroused, smoked and drank with them, 
often wearing male attire. Slio was aol- 
dom sober, yet with all these terrible 
vice.T she was not destitute of political 
H igacity. She saw tho growing power of 
Prussia and sent her armies to help 
•Maria Theresa. Hor soldiers inflicted 
some terrible defeats on Frederick the 
(ireat. Shu abolished tho sentence of 
death and aiiocted sentimontality. In 
stature she was tall and tinally jiKjpor- 
tioned with featuro-i rather largo but 
pleasingly expressive. She had fair hair, 
large blue eyes, aiul her complexion was 
of that ()i)a(|U0, i)de rose tint, so notice- 
able in the Russian women of rank. 
Notwithabaiiding her licentious excesses, 
she was very bigoted and rigidly ob- 
served all the innumorablo praoticus of 
tho G rook church. Somotimes for hours 
sho would lie before the picture of aomo 
saint, and soon afterwards hurry to now 
debaucheries. Being friendly with tho 
clergy, sho was always supported by the 
Russian |n-iesthood, the most ignorant 
and superstitious in the wnrld. 

Elizabeth cried over the baby-czar, yoL 
she terribly ijersecuted all v.dio were bu])- 
|)osed to sympathize with tho deposed 
family. Ostorman and Munich, two very 
able moil, were brought to trial on aoiiio 
vaguo charges and sentenced to perpet- 
ual banishment to Siberia, some other 
suboriliiiate otiioors were aoiitoiioed to tho 
punishment df the Knout, othorsagain had 
their ear.s slit, their tongues cut out and 
their nostrils torn away. Elizis.beth abol- 
ished the sentence of death, but sho re- 
tained the practice of torture, a thousand 
times wor.se than speedy death. 

Elizabeth had many lovers hut hor 
chief favinito was Alexis Ilazumofl'aky, on 
whom ' sho lavished enormous wealth. 
He, fearing an uiiexpectetl trip to Siberia, 
like many of his predocessorB induced tho 



clandestine union threo children wore 
born. 

Such w.>s Elizabeth, tho ompreas of all 
tho Russias, and such the social life at 
the court of St. Petersburg under the 
femulo sovereigns. Yet Lhia loathsome 
drama is not finished, it fails to tell of 
the most proiniiiant ])orsonago on this 
stage — a iiersonago so extraordinary that 
tho figures of Cathariiio I., Anna and 
Elizabeth pale bof.no that spectral np- 
jiarition, before that monster in woman's 
form, who is known in history as Cath- 
arine ir. Let her now appear. 

In 17-12 Elizabeth determined to find a 
successor, and sho found one in tho epis- 
copal palace ef tho prince-bishop of Lii- 
beclc. It wa^s tho nephew of tho bishop, 
an or])han boy of M, son of tho late duko 
of llolsteiii Gotturp tuid the empress' sis- 
ter Anna, consoipiently a gr.and.'^oii of 
I'eter tho G roat^ Ho was sent for to ro- 
sido in St. Petersburg, whore after hav- 
ing changed his faith, he was proclaimed 
grand duke and heir to the throne. This 
hoy was Peter IU. 

it seems from all we know of him that 
the young grand duko was not entirely 
bad. Ho had an iiKjuisitivo mind, was 
full of aspiring tliouglits and generous 
sentiments. But tho foul air of St. 
I'etersburfi; completely spoiled him. Ho 
grow in idleness and ignorance among 
dissolute companions and depraved wo- 
men. From the inoiiient ho made his first 
step in the Winter Palace ho was an ob- 
ject of jeahiusj' and hatred for the em- 
liress' jiaid courtiers, who sought t(.i eradi- 
cate wli.at was good in his diaracter and 
tdpl'.ntin it the seeds of depravity. 
I 'iifortuiiii'ely they succeeded only too 
well. 

>N'lieii Peter attained his seventeenth 
year tho empress expressed tho wish to 
see him a married man, and alio found 
him a wife in the person of Sophia Au- 
gusta, ])rinceas of Anhalt-Zerbst. The 
princess arrived in St. Petersburg with 
lier inoth(!r, wdio was an envious, greedy 
and pedantic German woman. On her 
arrival Sophia, who had found favor in 
the eyes of Elizabetli, was instructed in 
the forms of tho Greek religion, receiving 
the name of Catharine. Her ajiproach- 
ing marriage with tho grand duko was 
also announced to tho OOuncil and foreign 
ministers. 

Cathiiriue was at that time sixteen and 
though iKit beautiful she was sulliciently 
pretty, vivacious and of graceful figure, 
(.lifted with great talent, she was also 
ambitious, p.issionate, [u-oud and full of 
dissimulation. Just before her marriage 
t he grand duke was seized with fits and 
faintings and small-pox developed itself. 
Tho strong young man survived the mal- 
ady but was terribly changed.-— his face 
disfigured and his figure deformed from 
the contraction of the nerves. Catlia- 
rinii's lirst glance ,at her fiancee filled hor 
with loathing but she, well taught by her 
mother, so far from betraying her real 
feelings, congratulated the young man on 
his recovery with every appearance of the 
pr. ifoundest joy. ' , 

'J'liey wero married but the life of tho 
young couple was horrible. Peter neg- 
lected his wife and spent nioat (;f his time 
ill orgies with dissiiiated companions. 
He was never sober and in his drunkoness 
wounded and outraged every feeling of 
his wife's nature. He kept a kennel of 
dogs which infested tho air at the side of 
Catharine's bedchamber, and his favorite 
amusement was to hang rats in his own 
room to punish them according to tho 
rules (if martial law. 

I!ut that v,-as not all. Elizabeth wish- 
ed Peter to have an heir to the throne, 
but the grand duko and his wife, though 
they wero married a few years, had no 
children as yet. The heir must be born, 
however, the enijiresa wishes it, and to 
bring this about it is neees.iary to d<!|(r.avo 
Catharine. Ma'laiiie TclK.glokult', luir 
lady-in-waiting, spe.aks to her on the sub- 
ject, insiiuiatiiig that lor the good of tlie 
state sho ought to sacrifice her scruples. 
Catharine, who has a pliant character, 
ciuisents, and takes Seraius Soltikoll', a 
handsome young man (jf good family .ami 
well .;ducatc<l. " lnl7n! Catharine gave 
tiirth to a son, afterwards the emiieror 
Paul, progenitor of tho now reigning 
family of Russia. NVas Peter Paul's 
father ? Some think so, but there exists 
tho host testimony in the world_ to the 
cmitrary, the testimony of Catharine her- 
self. Alexander II ! has no right to call 
himself either Koiiiiinoli' or 1 1 olstein-Got- 
torj) ; hi.s family uauut is .S(jltil;iifr. 

A few hours after the death of Catha- 
rine, the em[ieror Paul ordered (Jimnt 
Rdfitoptchin to put tho seals upon her 
pajiers. Among them there was a manu- 
script enclosed in n sealed envelope and 
addressed to Paul. This manuscript was 
Catharine's iiiemnir.s, closing with tho 
year 17'"''*. Paul kept this manuscript a 
great secret and entrusted it only to the 
friend of his childhood. Prince Kourakiii, 
wh(j took a copy of it. i\Iany years after 
the death of Paul, Prince i\Iicliaol Nor- 
ontzofT and Ahsxander Tourgeiii(iir(d)tain- 
cd copies from the transcript of Koura- 
kin, but they were seized by order of the 
omiieror Nicholas and destroyed. The 
original waa kept in the imperial archivea, 
tuiiong tho most secret documents. 

Alexander Herzen, the famous leader 
of the revolutionary movement in Russia 
was told about the memoirs by Constan- 
tino ArsenicfF, tutor to Alexander 11. 
During the Crimean war tho archives 
were tran.sforred to nioscow, and since 
tliat time one or two copies circulated. 
One of those copies fell in the hands of 
Ilorzon, who of course profited by this 
opportunity to expose tho imperial fam- 
ily. There is no doubfcastotbeauthenticity 
of tho memoirs, and Catharine, as tho 
mother, ought to know who her son 
roally was.* 

Once begun tho career of licentiousness 
was continued by Catharine with unpar- 
;dleled ofTrontory. During the life of 
Elizabeth, hor love aflaira wore kept se 
cret as much as possible, but after the 
death pf the empress, her depravity had 
no limits. She was the modern Messa- 
lina. 

But what was tho end of Elizabeth who 
gave such a good cxamplo to her relatives 
and to all tho initioii '!- She drank 
herself to death, and on the ."ith (,f .laiiu 
ary 17G2, hor dark spirit passed to the 
unknown. 

And where was tho Russian peoplo all 
this timo f The court revelled in luxury, 
tho on.'jlaved jieoplo groaned under oxcea- 
aivo taxation, cruelty iind injustice, in 
degradation and misery. Tho difleronce 
is vorj' insignilicaiit betweon then and 
now. In the eighteenth century there 



now there is an ctnporor and tho peojde 
auU'ers — nearly 30,000,000 of pooplf, ono- 
fourth of tho total population of Russia, 
and starving in this year of grace 1802, 
under the " glorious" reign of Alexander 
IIL . .

JI. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

lIowTfU KriMU-h Cimvlcts ('iiiiturcil a lirlK At 
Scii-Aftcrwavd. 

. '; [Copyright, 1802 by Clmrlea U. LowIb.) 

• The brig iu which I shippod to make a 

■ voynge from .Jivmiiicii to Pornambuco 
aiul return, ciUHiig at Oeorgetown on 
route, was called tho Little Queon. Sho 
was a trim, now craft, just out from Eng- 
land, and was conunanded by ono of tho 
oldest lUHrinors 1 ever saw in activo ser- 
vice. His name was Uothsay, an Etig- 
lislim»nr.and ho was halo and hearty at 
■seventy- two years of age. It may be re- 
oorde^as a curious thing that ho was tlie 
only Englishman aboard of an Snglish 
craft. Both mates, cook and all foremast 
hands wori? Americans, and three of the 
men were Capo Codder.s. The oxjilana- 
tiun was that we had been wrecked in a 
•sn;,'ar vessel in the Caribbean sea and 
picked uj) and carried to Jamaica by a 
British stuamor. Thoro were nine of us 
all told as the brig left the island. 

Georgetown, as you will soo by tiio 
map, is on tho north coast of Brazil, in 
the state or province uf (iuiana. A stri)) 
of territory 800 miles luu',' by 500 broad 
isdivididup among the liritiah, Dutcli 
and French, and the two latter liavo es 
tabliahod ponal colonies tliero. yW'o 
reached Georgetown in duo time and dis- 
charged a part of our cargo, and just as wo 
wore ready tosailwe woronotiliod that ton 
convicts from tho French ponal sottlo- 
nient of Cayenne had got away to sea in 
the yawl of a French merchantman. 
Little altentiiin was jiaid to this niilice, 
as such uscapes were by no means rare, 
and when we began our run down the 
coast tlio incident passed out of our 
minds. One day at noon, when wo wore 
to the south of Cayenne and about forty 
miles ofT tho coast, a man aloft disoovored 
a ship's boat about two' miles away and 
heading down across our course. As .she 
was standing in from soward our first im- 
pression was that sho carried a ship- 
wrecked crew. 1 Iiad just come on watcli 
when the boat was reported. As souu as 
I leveled the glass at her I detected tlie 
clothing of French convicts and counted 
an oven ten men. The craft was under 
sail, but the brec/.e was light and the sea 
smooth. Slie was on our i)iirt quarter, 
and if we lieUl on she v/iiuld intercept us. 

As suon as llie captain waa iiotitied of 
the discovery he ordered tho brig kti\tt 

■ otf four or fivo points, and called tlie 
crew and notified them that if tho cun- 
victs got aboard they would not hesitate 
at murder. Half a dozen muskets would 
have given us a powerful advantage, but 
there was not even a single barreled pis- 
tol in the brig. If it camo to a light wo 
could only arm ourselves with capstan 
bars and belaying pins. Wo had hopes, 
however, of getting oil without coming to 
close quarters. VVhilo the wind waa 
light, wo had all sail on the brig, and 
there was no question but that we could 
outsail the yawl. As soon as wo siiiftod 
our helm the yawl raised a signal of dis- 
tress and the convieta shouted in chorus. 
We paid no attention of cuurae, and she 
swung into our wako about a quarter of a 
mile astern. Thoy must have realized 
that we bad established *heir identity, for 
halt a dozen of them sprang up and slioolc 
their lists at us and roared like wild 
beasts. I got a plain view of tho visages 
of three or four of tho lot under the glass, 
and more villainous couiitep.auces 1 never 
eaw. We were rapidly leaving them be- 
hind and congratulating ourselves on the 

' fact, when tlio bree/.o began to pull' and 
die, and in the course of a quarter of an 
hour it foU^llat. AVhen this occurnsd wo 
beard a faint cheer from theconvicts, and 
they shortly doused their sail and put 
over two piire of oars. 

" It aeciins that we liave got to tight for 
it after all," ob.served the c/iptain after a 
look tlirough the glas.i. "Air. Lenox, 
you will arm the crew and \vM (hoiu iiiJ 
to their work. Tho boat can only board 
us at tho bows. See that the cook has a 
supply of hot water ready. Givo every 
man to niiderstaud that he must light f(ir 
his life. " 

A i|uartar of an hour later tho yawl l.ay 
off our port ([uarter witiiin speaking dis- 
tance. Every man of tho ton looked the 
villiaii. Only desperate men could have 
attacked and overpowered tho c;uard and 
escaped as they did. There was neither 
a young imr an old face among them, but 
all were midille aged men. Some v,-ere 
in full convict iinifurni, while others had 
thrown away their jackets. Thoir loader 
was a short, stout man, so dark coin- 
plexionod that he soomod to bo a Sii uii- 
ard, and as the boat drew near ho stood 
up in the stern sheets and called out : 

" Hollo, caiitaiii ! Why you run aw.-iy 
from poor, sliiiiwrecke.l .'jailorincu ! Our 
ship go down oil' here | lo ill : easi | yes- 
terday afternoi'ii." 

"I know you 1" ah.nitod Captain Uoth- 
say in reply. " Vou are escaped convicts 
from Cayenne. If you attempt to board 
us you will lind us well propiircd t" 

They could not know how well or how 
poorly armed wo wore, and we were nine 
to their ten. 

" Ves, eaiitain, yon speak trnly," said 
the leader after a brief consultation with 
his men. " We are c(Jiivict8 from Cay- 
enne, but we are innocent men. Wo do 
not wish to board you. Wo have neither 
food nor drink, and we ask you in the 
name of humanity co supply us." 

The cai)tain consulted with mo in re- 
gard to it. They must come alongside in 
order to receive supjilics, and w hen they 
had once hooked on who could say what 
thoy iniglit attempt ? Besides, we had lit- 
tle or nothing to spare. They had been 
nlloat live or six days and iiotio of their 
faces exhibited evidences of sulleriilg. 

" 1 have nothing to spare, and I warn 
you to keep off 1" shouted the captaiu in 
answer to the request. 

We had seen no arms among thorn, and 
liad supposed them to bo without weap- 
ons of any sort. To our great surprise 
five muskets taken from tho guard when 
they escaped, wore suddenly lifted into 
view, whilo four oars dropped into the 
water and tho yawl made for our bows. 
There was a licrco yoll from ovory con- 
vict and thoR!' with inusk(!ts oi)eiied liro. 
Captain Rothsay was killed ami tliu .sec- 
ond mate wounded oven before tiioy had 
hooked on. Wo scalded thoin with boil- 
ing water and fought them with whatever 
we could lay hold of, but wifchin five min- 
utes tho brig was captured. ' We had a 
foremast hand killed in the fight on deck, 
and none of us escaped injury. As an 
oliaet, wo killed two of tho convicts whilo 
thoy were trying to hoard. Thoy had 
bayonets to their muskets, and it was 



either surrender or bo killed. lb is but 
justice to tlio fellows to say that they 
were not particularly blood-thirsty, and 
that as soon as thoy were in posaesaion of 
tho brig their attitude becanio almost 
ftiondly. As chief olliccr 1 was a«l.-ed 
about our cargo and destination, and on 
the other hand tho leader iiiformod me 
that they were sorry to interrupt our 
voyage, but intended to uso tho brig to 
make good their escape. 

Tiio lirst thing was to got rid of tho 
dead bodies. They allowed us to sew 
thom in canvas before thoy went over- 
board, and then our wounded man was 
made comfortable. 1 fully expected that 
tho lot of US would be turned adrift in 
thoir boat, but they bad other plans. 
Thero was not a sailor among them, and 
they were compelled to keep us to navi- 
gate the brig. After the burial the lead- 
er .said to us : 

" Wo mean you no liarni. Wo are 
desperate men and mean to mako our 
escape. After wo have been landed in 
some safe place yon may sail away with 
your brig. If you try to deceive us we 
will show ynu no niercj'.' 

1 was fui-tlier informed that I must act 
as captain iiud navigate the brig, and 1 
was jillowed to cIioD.se a mate from among 
my men. After that a council was held 
among tho eight as to what place should 
bo steered for. 1 brjught thom the 
charts from the cabin,-and after a long 
debate it was decided to run for tho Ania- 
■.-.011 river. Tho brig had only a week's 
supply of water and provisions for ao 
many men, or they would perhaps have 
decided on the American coast. At 4 
o'clock, just as they had reached a deci- 
sion, tliQ wind breezed up, the yawl was 
taken aboard and 1 set the courso for tho 
big river, about 500 miles away. Just at 
sunset wo rose a British man-of-war going 
up tho coast. Tho convicts identified her 
at once, and as we would pass each other 
within a mile there was cause for excite- 
ment. They bad helped themselves to 
our spare clothing and thrown away -their 
own sui:s, but there were too many men 
on our decks for a small brig. All but 
throe were sent bolow, and the loader of 
tho gang said to me as he surveyed tho 
ajiproaching craft : 

" You will show our colors and salute 
lior. If sho should hail us you know 
what to answer. You can betray us, but 
I will kill you if you do 1" 

The mau-of-war crossed our course a 
mile away, and I dipped tho ensign to 
her. Wo wore only ii peaceful trader in 
her eyes, and no onolaboard gave us a 
second look or thought. 

" Y'ou did well," said the convict, who 
was called Moran by his companioua. 
" Deal honestly by us and we will by 
you. " 

From tho very first I had hoped that 
wo might rotako the brig, but the con- 
victs would only tnist us sr) far. Tho 
watches j'oro so divided by order of 
Moraii that our men were divided, and 
two of the convicts were kept under arms 
to act aa sentries. Moran and the second 
iiiato had i|uartors aft with me, whilc^ all 
othia's berthed forward. All of us were 
under constant surveillance, though de- 
cently treated, ;iiul no two of us were 
ever left alone together. If I had jibm- 
ned to run the brig into tliu port of I'ar- 
nahyhv, down the coast, or headed up for 
Cayenne, they would have boon too sharp 
for me. Whilo none of thoiu could taku 
the wheel, they kept constant watch on 
the compass. Thoy knew the course waa 
south by west, and if the brig broke off a 
point they were quick to detect it. 

The winds were light and variable, and 
it was the sixth day after our capture be- 
fore we drew in with the coast. Moran's 
orders were to avoid Para by entering the 
north moutli, and when wo were fairly in 
the river ho told me their plans. 1 was 
to take them in the brig ui) as far as the 
mouth of tho Xingu river, and thoy would 
thou pull up tho stream in tho yawl ami 
mako for tho diamond district. NN'e \v( r,; 
out above thirty miles into tho river 
wlion we wore obliged to come to anchor 
for the want of a breeze. 1 knew noth- 
ing whaievci of tliij iiavi:i;:itlun of the 
stream, and had in chart of it, but l\Ior- 
an insisted tliat we should not take a 
pilot. About the time we .inchored, the 
domo.inor of tho convicts seemed to 
change for the worse. They were very 
lordly in giving' orders, and swaggered 
around in a fashion entirely now to thom. 
it ai)pearod also as if three or four of 
them were anxious to pick a ((uarrol witli 
our men. Tiiat evening tho bocond ni ito 
found ojiportunity to say to mo : 

" Depend upon it, Mr. Lenox, tliey 
never meant to stand to tho bargain. 1 
shouldn't bo surprised if they were plaii- 
niii" to cut our throats and scuttle the 
brig :" 

I strongly rn.sp jctod thom of some evil 
intention, but nothing came of it that 
night. Next morning we had wind and 

tide in our favor, and at noon, when wo 
anchored again, wo had made twenty-fivo 
niilus. Another twenty-live would take 
us to the niouth of the Xiugu. Riu'lit 
away after dinner the yawl was lowered, 
and Moral! began to oiillit lier. Ilia 
manner to me was very brusi|iie and ([uar- 
relsoine, and I avoided liim as much as 
jiossible. Whatever they thought could 
be made u.soful was placed in the boat, 
and they wore rummaging about tho 
whole afternoon. At about (> o'clock 
Moran ordered all the ohl crow of tho 
brig into tho cabin. Every man of us at 
onco realized that the climax was at hand, 
and acting in concert wo made a sudden 
and furious attack. Wo got possession 
of two of tlio muskets and were making a 
good light of it, though bound to be boat- 
on iu tho end, when a Brazilian gunboat 
which was on her way up the river sheer- 
ed alongsido of us and had grajqiled on 
before some of US saw her. Her pres- 
ence put an end to the light, of course. 
We had two mea..WOUnded, while wo had 
killed ono convicit and wounded a second. 

Our captors were noaily trapped, but 
the}' no .sooner realized it thiui they cl nm- 
ed to bo the real crew of the vessel anJ 
denounced us as c<nivict8. Tlioy woio ao 
earnest and emphatic in their declarations 
that the commander of tho gunboat was 
almost couvincod. I destroyed their 
case, lunvovor, when 1 naked them for tho 
captain's name, our port of hail, tho 
names of tho dilieront ropes and sails, etc. 
Tlioy woro ironed and taken aboard the 
gunboat to be conveyed to Cayenne, whilo 
the brig was towed d(jwii to I'ara to be 
put through tho legal forms necessary in 
such cases. The last time I saw Moran 
he said to me : 

" Do you think we would havo been 
such fools as to lot you sail away with the 



hrig ? I meant to lock all of you in the 
cabin ani then out away her masts ond 

scuttle her !" . ■ -

Tho beginning of a lialllo, nnlosg 
brought on by accident, as it wore, re- 
minds ono of mourners standing about an 
open grave in a cemetery waiting for t he 
clods of earth to fall ujion tho oollin. 
Tho cool, deliberate way in which troops 
are moved and batteries placed iu posi- 
tion tries your norvo. Men speak to each 
other in subdued voices, and tho com- 
mands of tho olHcors are low and stern. 
A regiment is but a cog in. ono of the 
wheels ; a division 'one of the dozen 
wheels of the great niaehino. You may 
now and then catch sight of tho enemy as 
he also moves to tho right or loft or nd- 
vances, or you may not see anything of 
him for an hour after the battle opens. 

Your brigade is in battlo lino and has 
boon waiting for an hour. There is ;i 
lino of skirmishers down along the bush 
fringed creek, but you know it only be- 
cause you saw them go down across the 
held. A distant cheer comes floating 
over the wheat lields. Some commauder 
h.as lieeii addressing his troops. Five 
minutes later there is a ])op 1 pop ! pop \ 
all along the skirmish line. The enemy 
is moving forward in battlo line. Tho 
skirmishers are tho gnats stinging the 
elephant. Thoy kill and' wound, but of 
what result is tha death or disabling of 
lifty men out of a division? 

Ncnv tho lield pieces ofion one after an- 
other. They are to the right on tho hills, 
but you feel the earth trembling where 
y(m st.aiul. and the crackle of nuisketry is 
absorbed in tho roar of the rilled guns. 
You are palo faced ; your chin quivers ; 
your logs are strangely weak. You shout 
with relief as the enemy suddenly ap- 
pears <iii tho slope and you get tho com- 
mand to lire. 

Tho coming of night may end a buttle 
which has raged along a front of ten 
,milos from early morn. The enemy may 
havo been beaten and drawn oil'. \\'o 
may havo been driven. If the going 
down of the sun and tho coming of night 
has left victory uiidocided,thero is ft gr.^d- 
ual dying away of the roar of the Ift^gor 
guns. 'The spiti'ful six and nine pound- 
ers keep to their work for li.alf an hour 
longer. Then you bear only tho boom of 
a single gun, and tlio tire of niusketa, 
which has been a continuous roar for long 
hours, slackens oil" and dies out until 
there is only a sullen sputter, OS from tb.e 
wick of a candle touched with water. 
The night will not be entirely (piiet. 
Hero and there the pickets will lire into 
tho darkness at intervals, aiul guns mid 
troops will be moved to new poaitioiis. , 

But it is only after the battle— after 
both armies havo abandoned the lield — 
that yon realize the horror of a struggle 
where 200,000 men havo been engaged. 
From right to left flank is a distance of, 
■say, nine miles. Both llanka were held 
by cavalry. The line ran through mea- 
dows, over llower tielda, across woodlands 
and through the orchards surruuiulin;; 
farmhouses. Everywhere along this front 
are dead and wounded men, dead and 
wounded horses, dismounted guns, sabera, 
swords, nuukcts and accouterinents. 
Here in this hazel t'lickct ailozeii mortal- 
ly wounded men crawled away to die. 
I'luler the wild plum tree shading tlie 
waters of the brook are a score of wound- 
ed men, soino of whom left traiki of blood 
as they drew themselves along inch by 
incli to reach tho water for which they 
thirsted as never before. Thero are dead 
men among the ripening w heat, on the 
sterile hillsides, in tho clover over which 
the honoy bees are hovering, among the 
red and white hollyhocks of the' farmer's 
garden. 

The field is left to the hospital corps 
and tho brigade detailed for burial duty. 

iMeld lios|)itals are erected hereand there 
anil the wounded are gathered in. Blood 
ilrips from their wiumds as they aro cnr- 
ricil aloiig - lilood on the gr.ass, on the 
rocks and leaves and bushes— blood until 
yuu turn your eyes to the blue sky to 
forget its color. Men are carried past 
you who seem to bo dead ; others groan 
in agony ; others still cry out and curse 
at the S:un:irit:uis of tho battlo liold. 

And of the dead ? Bight here whore 
they lie in winrowa, souio acro.'^s each 
other, a brigade tried to drive itsvjlf into 
our centre as a weiige, and Vf'iis almost 
wiped out of existence by grapeshot, can- 
ister and bullet. Farther to the left we 
lind them only at intervals and not so 
lu-ar our lines. Over the hill and on each 
aide of the dusty liighwaj' wo cumo U])Oli 
them b}- scores a;;aiii. Here we had a 
battery, anil ludf a brigade charged out of 
the woods to t.ake it I .Standing lioie you 
can see <lead men dotting the ground, to 
the very edge of the forest. The guim 
wore turned upon thom as soon as they 
appeared, and the fire was murderous. 
Here is where they wore checked luid 
shattered and driven back" by the V(dluy.a 
of tho infaiitiy in support of the guns. If 
there were any wiumded among the dead 
they have crawled away, 

And, hero, just in the edge of the or- 
chard, the earth is almost hidden by the 
dead and Wounded. INIeii have carried 
\va' or from the cool, deep well to the 
wounded — the dead await burial alone. 
Here was a hand-to-hand light over I wo 
lieldpieccs. Were they worth 200 lives ? 
And as the guns limbered up and dashed 
(]ir to a new position tho iron shod feet of 
tho oxcited horses were planted on the 
faces of dead men — on the breasts of men 
crying out with their wounds— and the 
heavy wdieols followed after to grind hu- 
man lleah into earth. 

And now the long and sliallow.tronclies 
havo been dug on tho liillsido overlooked 
by [leacli trees, and wo gather uj) the 
dead on tho section assigned to us and 
place them side by side. There is only a 
brief search after identity — never a eulo- 
gy or a prayer over one. Friends in 
these trenches, foes in those over there. 
So lot thom bo covered into sloop until 
tho last trumpet calls. Known or un- 
known, what matters it to thom ?

PRACTICAL POULTRY RAISING. 

(By T. A. WUUtts, Weston. Ont] 
(Continued.) 

Don't bo carried away by your own 
prejudices in tho matter, recollect tliat 
ymi are catering lo the [itiblic, and if you 
wish to win a reputation for your dressed 
poultry you must supply what the public 
want, and tho majority of those who re- 
present tho first class buyers of any city 
in Canada or the' United States, prefer a 
fowl with yellow skin, and yellow beak, 
and clean yellow shanks free from feath- 
ers, such fowls in this country rank aa 
first cliiss table poultry, whilst liirds with 
white skin, and white, willow or black 
shanks ard considered second class goods. 
In England tho reverse is the case, white 
skill fowls ranking first, tho Dorking be- 
ing held in great esteem, but in America 
this fowlis not bred to any extent ; on 
the other hand Plymouth Rocks are com- 
ing mpidly into favor in England, largo 
numbers of them being exliibi ted at every 
poultry show, tho sterling meri's of the 
breed have won for them tho good opin- 
ions of English breeders. Thia prefer- 
ence for white or yellow akin is doubtless 
all a matter of fancy, the probability is 
that not ono person in fifty could tell 
after a fowl is roasted whether it origin- 
ally possessed white skin or yellow, and 
as neither the shanks nor beak appear on 
tho table it would seem a matter of differ- 
ence >yhat color thej' were, such however, 
is not tho case, tho public havo their 
whims, and if you wish to sell your poul- 
try to tho best advantage, you must 
humor those whims, you will find it much 
casie: to do this than to change public 
opinion to your own way of thinking. If 
your fowls havo while skin and white or 
black Rlimiks, tho best thing you can do 
is to gut rjd of them, you can never pro- 
duce first class table fowls as long as you 
breed such stock ; don't persuade your- 
self that they will do well enough at tho 
present time, it is easier to change to the 
breed tli.it posseasoa these ([ualificatioiis 
now while your flock is small, than it will 
bo when you possess three or four bun- 
hundred fowls ; one of the largest market 
poulteroirs in the 'United states says he 
cannot afToid to breed anything, but 
what ranks highest in tho estimation of 
the public, because n dili'ereiice of one 
cent [ler lb. makes a diU'erence of .s.'iOO.UU 
to him in a year. Don't forget this gen- 
tle reader, if you are cherishing visions 
of a uuimmoth poultry establishment in 
the near future, remember that your re- 
venue will he very greatly affected by the 
class of fiiwls that yon breed. There are 
over fifty diHerent varieties , and sub-varie- 
ties of thiirougli-ljred fowl.s, .'Uid many of 
thoiii would bo about as useful to llie 
market poulterer as Blue .Jays or llobiiis. 
many people keep aticli fowls for their 
ornainoiital appearance, in the same way 
that otiiers keep white mice, guinea pigs, 
ring-tail monkeys and other lovely and 
oliarining creatures of that ilk. 

Bub few of ' the ornamented varieties 
possess any practiced useful qualities, 
many of tlieni ai'c exl remoly delicate, and 
for market purposes are utterlj' useless. 
Having dis])osed of your common scrulj 
hens, your-boat plan will bo to pun hase 
ono or two breeding pens of fowds of tlie 
variety you have selec^d as best suited 
to your |)ur()o30. To select tho right 
lirood is (if vital iniportaiiee, but it is 
equally as important to select t!ie right 
strain of that breed ; a strain orfamilyof 
fowls that poa.sessea in an eminent degree 
tho valuable charaetoristics you are seek- 
ing, viz — early maturity and great pro- 
lilieaoy.

Ottawa, Juno 7. — Tho Railway Com- 
mittee of tho House of Conimoua had under 
considorution, this morning, tho Nolaon and 
Ft. Sheppard Boil way BiU. > 

The Chairiiian, Mr. Wood, M.P. for 
Brockvillo, having rend tho preamble of tho 
bill : 

Sir John Thompson said this was ii bill 
upon which llie (iovernnient ought to state 
to tho committee tho position they took on 
the application. It yas somewhat connect- 
ed with the old question which' had come 
up 30 ofton--of railways running to the iii- 
teniatioiial ijoundiiry— hut in this caBC 
it camo up ia a aomowhat new 
form. Tho Nelson and Ft. Shej)- 
pard lino wag for tho devolopinenb of a 
liiatriot whieli, he was informed, was 
rapidly tilling nj) — tho Ivootenuy distriet, a 
couulry in which inugnifieent mineral 
doposit.s were heing worked, ami the inllux 
of population was very inrre. A chiirter 
had been granted to tho promoters by the 
Provincial Legislature, and the company had 
also been subsidized by a liberal land 
grant. The proposed routo was niarUed on 
tho map whicli Mr. Mura had siipplii;d for 
tho information of the eommittue and the 
proposal was that a charter should he grant- 
ed by the Parliament of Canada for the pui- 
pose of conatruetiiig timl railway. Now, 
as regards othur railways being allowed In 
go to tliu hoimdary, ho thought all buoIi 
roada had boon conuoeted with tho railway 
Hyatem of Canada — Mr. Mara would correct 
liini if he were wrong, Tho poaitiou which 
tho Govoniinent took was that in view of i hi; 
development wbicli was promised in the Koo- 
tenay region it was very deairublo before any 
charter was given to connect with American 
lines, that connection should ho established 
witli Canadian Hues. Under these cireum- 
qtanees the Government would greatly pre- 
fer, without laying down any priaciplo 
wdiieh would be .inflexible, that the grant- 
ing of this charter should be postponed for 
another year with a view of seouriog if pos- 
sible that the Kootonay 'country should be 
reached and suppliod from ' Canadian 
sources and connected with.. Canadian 
lines. -'Otherwise the traide 'of that 
iliatrict woul.i be taken possession of hy 
American laihvays, wliereas there would 
bo no danger if there were connection with 
lines in our own country, thereby enabling 
our own (icoplo to compete on cijual terms, 
which the (Iovernnient thought that theic 
was a fair prospect of doing within a: ^aaoii- 
able time. 

.\Ir. Mills (Bo thweH)— Is there not water 
connection now ? 

Sir John Thompson — There is water con- 
nection now, but there is a stojipago for .i 
certain period. For how long, Mr. Mara ? 

Mr. Miira — About four months. 

Sir John 'i'hoiiipson huving thus exprcsse.l 
himself took bis seat. 

Mr. Mura tlien proceeded to explain the 
situation. ILj said tho matter was ono of 
the (luepcat iuteresl to hia eonstitutnts, and 
he naked the pcrinissioii of tl'.e committee 
to lay the facta of tho case before them. 
Ho would in tho first place, ask the 
committee not to be prejudiced 
by a number of articles which 
had appeared in tho leading papers 
of the Dominion, all of which took much 
tho same ground as that just assumed by 
the Minister of Justice, He did not be- 
lieve, however, that Sir John Thompson's 
mind had been prejudiced by them, because 
he had assured bim be had uot seen them. 
It was evident to those who knew the cii - 
curnatanccs of tlie case that thoso articKs 

nients of the country. Ono writer stated 
that tho I!. C. Legislntnro was opposed to 
the granting of iliis oliarter and that, there- 
toie, it should be refused. Another article 
stated that sevcril boarda of trade in 
I!. C were opposed to the granting of this 
charter. 'I'bc ]irinted alipa which had been 
distributed to the memliers of the com- 
mittee, containing the resolutions of the 
15. (;. Legislature and of tho ditferent 
Boards of 'I'ladc in favor of the hill, would 
show bow untruthful that statement 
was. AiKjtlier articli: said that Engli.sli 
cnmpimies were developing mines in Kastcrn 
Kooteaay; that those milieu gave j)roinise of 
groat wealth and, thcrofoic, it would not, 
be in the interests ot that country it Aiiieri- 
can railways were allowed lo tap the trade 
of r.rilish Columbia at the point which thi.s 
railway would touch. It was a positive 
fact, however, tliat tbo mines referred to aa 
owned by thia ICiiglisli company, wore -100 
or oOt) miles from Nelaon, and if the news- 
paper writer 'wanted to travel from those 
mines to Kelson, he would have to cover a 
ilistance of 1,,500 miles to reach it. Continu- 
ing, be (.\Ir. Mara) suid that for many yeara 
past, tlie Kootonay country had been known 
as rich in lev.' grade ores in vast quantities, 
but owing to the difficulty of getting pro- 
viaiona and supplies in there, little or noth- 
ing in the way of mining ' was done until 
within tlio past six ' or eight, years. Ho 
l)roceedi:d to explain how the Hall and 
.Silver King mines were discovered, and the 
oiieonriigiiig deveIo|inient which had taken 
|ilaee since thiMi. The Kooleiiiiy country 
iniglit bo B«i<l now to havo iiassed 
llio [jrospi^ctiiig age. All that was 
now rcipiired was capital, mid capitalists 
would not invest money where mining facili- 
ties were not available. \Vheii he (Mr. 
Mara) first went down there, in the fall of 
I.SS!), ho found tbo mining camps were sup- 
plied iieaidy idl by tho Americans. There 
was a KHigh trail built hy the I'rovinciid 
( I'overnment, oviu' wbieb freight, costing 10 
cents a pound, was curicd, but, owing to 
these exoibitaut rules, there was little 
traffic done. Since then iloveloi)ment of an 
extraordinary character had taken placid. 
Honiier'a Ferry, an Aiiiei icaii town situated 
near the bound. try, ni:nr Kooteiniy lake, had 
now C(nnieelioii with two railways, and the 
people of Nelson felt that they should bo 
placed in as good a position aa the people 
of liomier's Furry. Nelson ia a Canadian 
town, and tho oitizdna of 'Victoria and Van 
couver have large inter^ts in it. 

Mr. Mills (BothweU)— How far is it from 
tho boundary ? ' 

Mr. Mara— By the railway, 40 miles; in a 
direct lino, 2d miles. Continuing, ho said 
that the, business men ia Nelson wcro 
mostly Canadi^nB',and the professional men 
wcro Cansdioas. This spring the Bank of 
Montreal aud ttie Bank of B. C. had opened 
branches there and the Hudson Bay Com- 



pany had established a fino store. If, there- 
fore, Nelson wore denied railway facilities 
it would be placed at a disadvantage as 
compared with the American town of Bon- 
ner's Ferry, which had connection, with tho 
Northern Pacific and the Great Northern. 
Instsad of building up Nelson, tho greater 
portion of tho trade of the district would go 
to Bonner's Ferry, That was the position 
which the people of Nelson took., They 
f oltthey.had the right to ask to'b^cohhect- 
od with the railway system of ' the,'South, 
which "would give them direct > connection 
with Mbhtreal, Toronto and - other.Eiutern 
Canadian cities, and they asked.'FArliament 
to placo thorn in such u position . 'that the 
trade of the Konteiiay country,' which pro- 
perly belonged to Nelson, should be retained 
to Nelson and not transfercd to Bonner's 
Ferry;': '." 

Mr. Sutherland — How far is Nelson from 
tho CP. R. main line? 

Mr. Mara — About 150 miles. 

Mr. Muloek — What is tho prospect of 
your proposed road couueeting with a Cana- 
dian line? 

Mr. Mara — There arc two roiuls by which 
the CP. K, can coimeet with this eonipau}'. 
One is by the Crow's Nest ]''iss und the 
other by building from KevelstoUe south. 
Ill tbo latter caau they would have to follow 
the Arrow lakes, the banks of which in 
places are very abrupt. Then, on llic other 
lianil, if the C.lMi, were lo begin this year 
to builil the Crow's Nest I'iiss lino it would 
take them two years to complete it, lo 
the event of the Crow's Nest line only being 
built, tho Victoria and Vancouver men, wdio 
naturally are anxious to reiicb Nelson, 
would Imve to go aiound by Calgary in 
winter time— a very circuitous nnile. He 
hoped the Canadian I'aeilio would build 
from Kevelstoko southward to Nelson, but 
from what he heard it appeared that the 
company only proposed to huikl to tiie 
head of Arrow Lake. If the charter wore 
given to tlioN. & F. S. Co. ho did not think 
ilicro was the slighteat danger of Canada 
losing the traile of the Kootenay country. 
He staled that from the intimate knowledge 
and connection which he hiid with the 
curryim; trade of that section of the coun- 
try, so long US our high tarifl" remained in 
force, all tho staple goods required for tliat 
distaict would go from Cauadiaii '.^owus. 
Tliis had boon denionstruted since connec- 
tion with tlie C. P. B. was obtained. Last 
yeor fully 75 per' cent of the supplies foir, 
the Kootenay district biid gone' from Can- 
adian cities, and this year only 90 per cent 
had gone in, ''For ' instaniso,- all- the gro- 
cerba, with the exception of canned fruits, 
had been sent in there from Canadian 
cities, and tho same remark tip- 
plicd to clothing. Ot whiskey nothing 
but the Cuuadian iirticle was drunk, and if 
anyone asked for a g! iss of whiskey they 
would be supplied ei' her with Cooderham 
it Worts' or Corby's (laughter). 

Mr, Wood — Do you speak from experi- 
ence ? 

.Mr Marn — Ves (loud huighter). He in- 
sisted once more that if there wero two 
towns, one of which had railway connection 
all the year round and the other was aide- 
iracked for lour imiutlis in the year, the 
advantage wouhl lie with the former, and 
that was tho position in n hieh matters 
stooil. Now, with regard to tho ores of 
the Kootemiy country, 1)0 per cent, of these 
ores were low grade. The American tarilf 
of J.'iU a ton ( ffectually shut them out of 
the States. 

Mr. Mills— What do you propose to do 
with the road when it ia built '! 

Mr. Mura — That I , have nothiiig to do 
with; I uin simply, asking for my constitu- 
ents that this connection should 'not be 
denied tlieni. 

Mr. M ilia— I do not see what practical 
use you propose to make of the road unless 
to carry ores out und bring goods in. If 
you expect to do neither, I do nut see the 
use of giving the charter. , 

Mr. Mara — Why has every other part of 
Canada connection with southern lines of 
railway? There will always bo a large 
amount of Ameiicm goods used in thia 
section of the country. For instance in 
this, which ia emphatically u mining 
country, we will have to depend for a long 
time on the United States for our mining 
machinery. I am not urgiiing in favor of 
tho promoters; I am simply arguing tho 
case as strongly as 1 can for my constituents 
which will undoubtedly be benefitted by 
tho road. That the :prpmoters think tho 
enterprise will .. pay them is shown by the 
fact that they, have applied for a charter. 

Sir iJohn Thompson said that Mr. Mara 
had put the matter very forcibly, but when 
he said in answer to the question put to 
him by Mr. Mills, that he had no brief for 
tbo ])roniotor.=, it was "evident that what 
Mr. Mara was doing was simply to express 
the V, islieaof hiseonstil uuij t.s aiu 1 ibc I'rovinee 
agLiinst the iidoptitm of a rule that railways 
sliouM not gii lo I he bimndary. At the out- 
set he (.Sir .liihn) bail staleil Ibat all these 
applicatioiia slioubl lie considered on 
tln:ir nu-rils. Without laying down any 
indexible principle, it was ])roposed to de- 
fer the granting of this charier until ne.xt 
year, with a liojie of securing connection 
wdth our own lines, but he would say thia 
that if the development of the Kootenay 
country was lo lie retarded lor any length 
of tiiiiii for want of connection with ihu 
American lines, the Covernment would not 
say that the progress of that eonnliy whs 
to be forever retarded for that leason. Mr. 
Mara had admitted that ihe ores were not 
to ho taken out and supplies were 
not to eonio in from tbo American 
territory. It was evident then 
that this region was not going to suffer on 
account of the refusal for a reasonable time 
of the Dominion Parliament to grant a 
charter. He might rinnind the eonimittee 
that the C. P. K. nuido an application 
to the British Columbia Legislature last 
session to build a line from Hevclatoko, 
southwards to ' connect with their present 
Hue. The C, P. R. could havo had no other 
scheme, in viev? when they;huilb tlic 25 milea 
between "Jjlelson and Sproat's Landing ex - 
cept connection eventually .with their main 
line. Ho understood 'that the Canadian 
Pacific did not propose to'build from Rovid- 
stoke as un undertaking of the C, P. 11. 
proper, but tlio application was nuido by an 
anxiliiiry company, and it was rcjecteil by 
ihe Ih-itif'h Columbia f^egislature on ae- 
eoiint of its being too late. 'J'liere was every 
reason to believe that that ajiplication 
would be entertained iic^it year, and might 
bo aul.'siilized by the Legi.slal ure. Under 
those cireuuistances tho coininittee might 
fairly wait until next year before granting 
the charier. 

Mr. Mi!lii ssid tliat supposing eniinoction 
were made with tho CP.U., would that ho 
a reason why connections should not bo 
given to tho American roads as well? Ho 
did not think so. Tho CP. It. had connec- 
tion on the Puoiflc coast ail tho way down 
to California, and further east it had oon- 
neotion down to St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
Tho general oxperionco of the people of 
those states was that they derived greater 
benefit from the C.P.K. than their own 



roads fumiahod. If Parliament refused 
to grant counootion with lines to the south 
tho House would bo obliged to regulate 
rates more than they had done. 

Sir John Thompson said that was not hia 
point. Hia point was that Parliament 
sliould not give American connections with 
our own country before Canadian connec- 
tions were obtained. 

Mr. Barnard said the Minister of Justice 
had laid stress upon Parliament, not giving 
connection with the American lines before 
Canadian connections were obtained. Ho 
might tell tho Minister," however,' that' the 
Kootenay country hud conneotidns with tho 
American railway systems -as oonipletoly 
and : efficiently as it could ' ^noBsibly have. 
Praotically the whole of this district hud 
connection at Bonner's Ferry the whole 
year round. To. woit for American roads 
to go in was a bad argument in hia judg- 
ment. ,',.. , , , 

Sir John Thompson — What is the popu- 
lation of Nelson '! 

Mr. Barnard— About a thousand. 

Mr. Mukick — What are the prospects 
of tbo (J. r. U. getting in there? 

Mr. Barnard said he thought tlieC.l'.R. 
wero bound to go in there in their own in- 
terest. So far as the ores wero concerned, 
the United States duly wua so liigh that 
tiiey would not bo taken out. It would be 
to tho advantage, however, of the Ivootenay 
country to gel thiite ores into the .Stales. 
The people of that dislrict did not cart; 
where the ore went any more than did tlie 
.Manitol'a farmer care where bis wheat went 
lo. All the large smelting points wero in; 
the .Slatea. There wero no aniellcra in Can- 
ada, ami there were not likely to be any for 
years. 

Sir John ThompsBn — Uo you think by 
yivinu' a rival charter tho country would be 
helped? 

Mr. Mara — Why, certainly. 

Sir John Thompson said, in his judgment, 
it did not help a country; it did not lay a 
rail. 

Mr. Sutherland said the arguments which 
Mr.. Mara had advanced wero very strong. If 
this charter wore granted it might facilitate 
connection with our Canadian roads by 
compelling tho C.P.R. to more • decisive ac- 
tion. The mining industries of the Koote- 
nay country apparently would bo developed 
by building this road. Mr.. Mara' and Mr. 
Barnard had certainly made, out a very 
strong case, and he thought the charter 
should be granted. 

The chairman put \ the question to tho 
committee for the adoption of the prenmbl- 
and declared it lost, it was decided, how- 
pv. r, 'o 'ctum to the promoters the fees 
Which iiiuyvhad paid, less the cost of print- 
ing. 

Before tlie committee rose Mr. Gemmill, 
of Ottawa, on behalt of the B. C. .Southern 
railway, asked if tlie principle laid down by 
the govcLnment in the Nelson and F. S. bill 
would apply to the company which he 
represented. 

Sir John Thompson replied that it would 
in so far as it referred lo that portion of the 
B. C. Southern Co.'s application for a 
branch line to the boundary. . 

The committee then adjourned.
